Iſland of Britain, an Ancient 
- Gentleman, called, Counſellor 
Manners, a Man of a very fair Eftate ; 


who being both aged and ſickly, found 


ſuch Weakrneff in himſelf, that he thought 
Nature would yield unto Death, and 
Phyſick unto his Diſeaſes : this Gentle« 
man had one only Sox, who nothing re- 
ſembled the Qualities of his Father ; 
which the 0/4 Max perceiving, he cau- 
{ed him to be called to his Be ide, and 
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the Chamber being voided, he brake 
with him in theſe Terms. 

I. My Soz, thou art too young to De, 
and I am too old to Live; and there- 
fore as Nature muſt of neceſſity pay her 
Debt to Death, ſo mult ſhe alſo pay her 
Devotion to thee ; whom I ahve, had 
to be the Comfort of mine Age, and 
whom alone I muſt leave behind me, to 
bethe only Mozzment of my Name, and 
Hlozow.

ty to me, then wouldit thou defire my 
Life, to enjoy my Cozxſels ; and I ſhould 
correct thy Life, to amend thy Condi- 
trons : yet {o tempered, as thar neither 
Rizour might derraft any thing from 
Aﬀetioa 1n me, or Fear any whit from 
thee in Dzty. Bur ſceuiz my felf fo 
feeble, that I cannot live to be = 
Guide, I am reſolved to give thee ſuch

Counſel, Wiſdom ; and T would thou wer* 
as willing to imprint the one in thy 
Heart, as thou wilt be ready to bear the 
other in thy Parſe : to be rich is the Gift 
of Fortune; to be wiſe, the Grace of God. 
Have more mind on thy Books, than on 
thy Bags, more deſire of ' Godlizefi than 
Gold; greater afteftion to dze well, than 
live wantonly. fy 

IT. Behave thy felf as becomes one of 
thy Birth ; for if thou vaunteſt of thy 
Linage, and titular Dignity, and wanteſt 
the Fg of thy AnceZors, thou art 
bur as a baſe Serving-man, who carries 
on his ſleeve the Badge of ſome Noble 
Family, yet is himſelf but an 2oble 
Perſon. In which reſpeC&t Ariftotle, dil- 
courſing of Nobility, makes four parts 
thereof ; the firſt of Rzches, the ſecond 
of Blood, the third of Learning, the 
fourth of YVertze. And to the two /aft he 
aſcribeth the firſt place of true Gentility : 
becauſe Boors may be rich, and Rake- 
hels may be of ancient Blood ; but Ver- 
tue and Kzowledge cannot harbour, bur 
where God and Nature have left their 
noble Endowments. Tt was the Saying of 


old Engliſh Chaucer, that To ao the gen:ile 
| B 2 ateas, 
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Deeds, that makes the Gentleman. Have 
what thou wilt , without theſe thou art 
but a three-half-penny Fellow : Gentility 
without Vertue is Blood indeed, but 
Blood without Fat , Blood without S#- 
news ; Blood is but the Body of Gentiliry, 
Excellency of Vertu? is the Soul : and as 
Vertze. 15 the high Way to Honour, {0 
without it, Hour falls down in the duſt : 
and, therefore when Hermodius a Noble- 
man born, but of a deboift Life, upbraid- 
ed the waltant ain Iphicrates, for 
that he was a Shoomater*s Son; he know- 
ing that it was more commendable, to 
be made honourable for Vertze , - than 
born noble by Blood; replyed; In me 
my Gentility begins, in thee thine ends. 
Be the Birth never ſo baſe, yet Honeſty 
and Yertue are free from D#ſgrace ; be 
the Birth never ſo great, yet Diſboneſty 
and Vice is ſubjet# to Diſbonour : there- 
fore ſince thou art well deſcended by 
thy Birth ; prove not baſe, either by bad 
Vices of thine own, or lewd Devices of 
other Men : take thy great Birth to be 
an Obligation of great Vertue ; ſuit thy 
Behaviour unto it ; ennoble thy Parex- 


muſt 
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muſt come of 7hy ſelf, and not of others 
Worth ; work out thine own Glory by 
performing good Deeds ; and ſtand not 
upon what thou doſt borrow of th 
Predeceſſors ; if thou reach not the Gooa- 
eff of thoſe which ,gave thee outward 
Glory, and doſt not ſo much honour thy 
Houſe, with the Glory of thy Vertaes, 
as th Houſe hath honoured thee with 
the Title of thy Degree ; but doſt, as a 
noiſom Weed, grow the ranker, becauſe thou 
ſpringeſt out from a rich Soil ; know thou 
art but a wooden Dagger, put into 4 gaway 
Sheath, to help fill up the place, when 
that of good Metal is loſt, and can no 
more be found. If thou doſt not learn 
Patrizare, and let my Yertue mix with 
thy Blood; know, thou art but as a 
pony Fire, which may become the Wall, 
ut gives no Light to the Beholder : and 
that the greater my Honour and Reputar 
tion was, the greater will thy Blemiſh 
be, if thou come ſhort of my Merzs - 
for thou art gui/ty of negleQing ſo good 
a Precedent. Remember what Dionyſins, 
King of Sicily, faid to his Sov, whom 
he knew to have committed Adultery, 


' Didit thou (faith he) ever find ſuch «

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thing in thy Father ? The Son (as though 
he would make Is Height and Graz» 
deur a Priviledge of Loojerep , and as 
though it were no matter whether Men 
were good, {0 they were great), an{wer- 
ed, Oh (aid he) ou ad not 4a King 
to your Father ; 4,9 ({aid the Father ) 
fball thy Son, except thou turn over a new 
leaf, and take a better courſe, ever be Kjng. 
And again, remember what King Edward 
the F:rit {aid to John Earl of Athol, who 
was zobly deſcended, having commit- 
ted a Murther upon John Comineus, The 
higher thy Calling «s, the greater muſt be 
thy Fall ; and as thou art of higher Paren- 
tage, { ſhalt thou be the kicker hanged : 
and ſo he was on a Gallows 50. Foot 
high. And as I would have thee remem- 
ber the foregoing Examples, ſo Iikewile 
this enſuing one, of Boleſlaus the fourth 
King of Poland, who bore the Pi&are 
of his Father hanged about his Neck in 
a Plate of Gold, and when he was to do 
any thing, he took this P:&re, and 
killing ir, ſaid, Dear Father, I wiſh I may 
not ao any thing that is baſe, or unworthy 
of thy Name.

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age, let thy Behaviour be civil, and in- 
offenſive, unto thoſe in whoſe Company 
thou art ; to that end, do nothing which 
may be «pleaſant, and offenſive to their 
Ser[es, 

wo” firſt of the Senſe of Hearing : Of- 
fend not the Ears of the Company with 
talking loud like a Clown ; for it ſavours 
not of a Gentleman ſo to do; beſides, 
it may draw upon thee, the Aſperſion of 
being a Fool, according to that Greci- 
an's S1y ing, 'sl es peyaAcPuyes cops, the 
loude#t Talkers are none of the wiſeit Men : 
forbear alſo Singing, eſpecially if thy 
Voice be harſh, and «ntunable ; for who 
will be taken with the Brayins of an 
Aſs, or the Notes of a Cuckow ? If in 
Company thou chance to gape, put thy 
hand before thy Mouth, and continue 
not thy Diſconſe while thou art gaping ; 
for that zs both ridiculous, and to many 
as offenſive, as the gaping of a ſtinking 
Oyſter : neither when thou gapelt, yaw!, 
and roar, as ſome do, for that 1ll be- 
ſcems a Man: briefly, as much as 1n thee 
lies, refrain from gaping often in Com- 
pany, that thoſe thou doſt converſe 
with, may not fanſie, that the Over 7s 
B 4 gotten 
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gotten into the Parloar ; or that one of the 
wide mouthed Anticks over the Church 
Porch is come among# them. Neither 
ſneeze or cough too loud, and violently, 
if thou canſt help it ; but (if poſſible) 
repreſs it ; let thou beſprinkle with the 
Dew of thy Lungs, his Face that ſtands 
by thee. 

IV. And as thou muſt not offend the 
Senſe of Hearing , 1o likewiſe thou muſt 
neither offend rhar of Seeing : be not 
ſeen with a Drop hanging at thy Noſe, 
like an Iceicle on the Eaves of an Houſe ; 
neither pick thy Teeth, or blow thy 
Noftrils aloud, when thou fitteſt at the 
Table, nor look into thine Handker- 
chief, as if thou hadſt blown out a Pear/ 
or Carbuzcle ; neither when thou doſt 
ariſe from thence, openly unbutton, or 
unhaſp thy Breeches, as if thou wert in 
haſt to eaſe Natwre ; nor return to the 
Company, from the neceſſary Houſe in the 
Garden, with thy Hoſe untied ; for this 
carries with it a Shew of Immodeſty in 
thy ſelf, and of Diſreſpett to others ; let 
not therefore the :mpudent Dog, that 
cares not before whom he exonerates 
his Belly, be thy Precedent ; but rather 
let 
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let the mode## Cat be a Pattern to thee 
of more Civility, which, as ſoon as ſhe 
hath eaſed her ſelf, doth preſently hide 
and bury her Excrements. If thou art 
walking with any one, and ſhalt ſee an 

thing that's filthy in the way, thou ſhalt 
not preſently turn and ſhew it him ; nei- 
ther ſhalt thou bring any odiows or loath- 


ſom thing to: others, that they may ſee 


it or ſmell to 1t. 

V. For thou muſt be careful that thou 
offend not this Senſe of Smelling allo ; 
never at the Table ſmell to the Meat 
that's carved to thee; for this is very 
offenſive to thoſe that have invited thee, 
and ſeems to put an Afﬀront upon them ; 
as if what they had provided for thine 
Entertainment did ſtink : I remember 
how a Lady returned the Affront upon 
a Gentleman that did ſo; for when ſhe 
eſpyed him to ſmell to the Meat ſhe had 
carved to him, ſhe {aid aloud before all 
her Gueſts , Sir, if you ſmell any thing 
that is offenſive, it ts your own Breath re- 
fledted from your Trencher. 

VI. The next Sexſe is that of Taſting, 
which thou muſt take heed of offending ; 


never give him, to whom thou drinkeſt, 


an 
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an empty Cup or Glaſs ; for that will ar- 
gue to many, an empty Pericranium : nei- 
ther give toany one a Pear, an Apple, a 
Peach, or an Apricock, which thou haſt 
bitten : let Kjnes only have their Ta#ers. 
Smack not with thy Lips in chewing thy 
Meat, for fo feeds the Swize at his 
Trough ; neither let thy Fizgers be knuc- 
kle deep in the Sauce, for that is loath- 


ſom, and ſavours of Slovezry, or that 


thou haſt been better fea than raughr. 
Rab not thy Bread between thine Hands 
into Crums and Mammocks, as it thou 
wert rather to feed Chickens, than thy 
ſelf; but eſpecially abſtain from doing 
fo, when thou art to put thy Bread into 
a Meſs of Broth, or Cream, brought to 
the Table, left the ſweating of thy hands 
may ſeem to- make it Bread and Batter 
r00. 
VIL. Let thy Mar, that waits on thee 
at the Table, obſerve theſe InſtruQtions ; 
when he gives thee Wine, Beer, or Ale, 
let him not cla» the Glaſs or Cup, in his 
fit, bur with an even and ſteady hand, 
| pr it to thee on a fair Plate or 
Trencher ; and be ſure that he fills them 
not over-full, for that 1s called Piſs-por- 


Meaſure : 
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Meaſure: tell him, that he muſt not 


cough, ſpit, or ſneeze, when he preſents 
thee that Ligzor which thou calleſt for, 
and that he muſt not be /ppery fingered, 
for ſo he may ſauce. thy Cloaths : the 
firſt thing to be learned. in Falconry, is, 
to hold fait. When he takes a To#, or a 
roſted Apple from the fire, he muſt not 
blow upon it to blow off the Aſhes, for 
Men are wont to ſay, That there & never 
Wind without ſome Water : let him ra- 
ther ſfrike off, and bruſh off the Aſpes.. 
Let him be eat in his Cloaths, let his 
Hands and Face be clean, for the Slovenry 
of the Servant, redounds to the Shame 
and Diſerace of the Maſter ; and Men 
will be apt to ſay, Like Maſter, like May. 
Briefly, if thou wouldſt have him to be 
a good Serving-Man indeed, urge him 
to obſerve thels four things, ' 


I. Speak when I ſpeak to thee. 
2. Come when I call thee. 

3. Do what T bid thee, 

4. Shut the Door after thee. 


But to return to thy Self, and to the 
laſt Sexſe,which is of Toxching,or Feeling.

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VIII. And this Sex/e thou muſt as 


little offend as any of the other four ; 


when thou art talking with another, 
ſtand not ſo near unto him, that thou 
maiſt touch him with thy Breath, for 


thy breath _ peradventure offend him, 
y 


more than words may pleaſe him : 
neither in thy Diſcourſe fu{ch him , or 
punch him with thy Elbows , as if thou 
wouldſt rather beat it into his Sides, than 
into his Ezrs ; for this is prodigioufly of- 
fenſive to Perſonages of Quality, Beſides 
theſe, there are alſo things done with- 
out any ppomar trouble to the Sexſes, 
and yet they diſpleaſe moſt men , and 
therefore are to be avoided. 

IX. Sleep not in that place where 
there is good Company, which may de- 
light, or teach thee by their Diſcourſes ; 
leſt either thou mailt ſeem to have ta- 
ken a Cup of Nimis , or little regardeſt 
the preſent Company , or their talk ; 
beſides it is often ſeen, that favs runs 
down the faces, and ſpittle down the 
Beards of ſuch Sleepers, which is no plea- 
{ant fight, and they commonly ſnortand 
rout, which 1s no pleaſant hearing. - - 

X. Pull not out of thy Pocket now

be ; .if all the Country cut their Hair 
ſhorr, I would not have theewear thine 
long; and if they wear long Hair, I 
_ would not have thee clip thine even "aw 
/ \ cany 
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thy Ears, which would make thee ſhew 
like a Dackatoon, as Mr. Cleveland doth 
expreſs it. For that is to be ſingular and 
contrary unto others, which thou ſhouldft 
not be, unleſs it be by ſome necefhity : 
for this will render thee moſt ridicalous 
and contemptible unto others, and prove 
thee to be as hamourſome as the Cynick 
Diogenes, who would always go again#t 
4 Crowd, becauſe he would be contrary 
to all others : it 1s better in many things 
to /mim with the Stream, than crofly and 
perverſly with the Sturgeon, always ſmim 
aeainit it : for thou wilt be accounted 
nothing, if thou oppoſe the publick Cu- 
ſtoms of all. Do thou therefore accom- 
modate, or faſhion thy 1elf unto them, 
in a certain Mediocrity, and be not thou 
the only He in thy Country, who haſt 
thy Coat hanging down to thy Azkles, 
when others have it ſcarce hanging 
down to their Kees ; neither wear it 
very ſhort, when others wear it very 
long : let not thy Beaver be made with 
a Reeple Crown, whilſt the Crowns of. 
other Mens Hats are fr and couchant, 
leſt they that meet thee take thee for a 


ſtalking Antick, or an Image broke looſe

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from an old piece of Arras. Let thy 
Cloaths be xeat, fir, and faſhionable, not 
over-gaudy, that the wiſer fort of Men 
may not take thee for the King's Jeſter.

Love not thy ſelf too much, 
and above meaſure ; for if rhou doſt, 
there will be left no place in thine Heart 
to love others as thou ſhouldſt : neither 
be /coraful nor —_— for to live 
with ſcornful and aiſdainful Men, whoſe 
Frienaſhip is as eaſily broken as a rotten 
Thread, is not to live with them as 
Friends, but as Slaves.

I therefore adviſe thee to be 
humble : Humility is of an excellent good 
Nature, and hath a ſingular Obligingnef 
in its Conſtitution ; it will make thee ac- 
ceptable to all Men.

to mine Enemy. Pride i like the Prece- 
adency of Funerals; he that puts himſelf 
foremo#t is likely the Mourner : King 
Lewis the Eleventh, was wont to ſay, 
When Pride rides in the Saddle, Shame and 
Confuſion ride in the Crupper. He that 
climbs high had. need take heed to his 
fare footing ; for the higher he mounts 
the greater will be his Squelſh.

For as we fy , Shew me a Lyer, 
and-T will ſhew thee a Thief ; ſo we may 
ſay, Shew me a common Swearer, and [ 
will ſhew thee a common Lyer : this hor- 
rid Vice, like a two-edged Sword, will 
do thee miſchief two ways ; for it will 
make thee odtows, firſt to God, and then 
allo to all good Me. 

Begin no Talk before thou haſt conſi- 
dered the Form of it in thy Mind ; true 
Conſideration is the Tutor both to AtFin 
and Speaking, and a great Enemy bot 
to untimely Ations and Narrations : con- 
ſider therefore the Matter of thy Di/- 
courſe, the Manner of it, the Ezd of it, 
the _ of whom, and to whom thou 
ſpeakelſt.

| Beſides no body can be fo idle, as to an- 
| {wer theſe things, or to give his Mind 
| to ſuch Trifles; and there is no one but 
I, muſt needs be affetted with Trouble to 
of 4 hear them. 

\- Uſe not in thy Diſcourſe certain com- 
'T 7:00 Places and Themes, wherein thou art 
ot good, bur ſhalt want Yariety ; which 
| kind of Poverty is, for the moſt part, te-

obſerved, rid:calous : thou muſt talk of 
many Matters, not always harp upon one 
String : he that always ſings one Note, 
withont Deſcant, breedeth no Delight ; 
he that always plays one part, bringeth 
Loarhſomenefs to the Ear : it is V ariety that 

moveth the Minds of all Men; va 
| therefore and intermingle thy Spe ch 
| with Reaſons, Tales, asking of Qeein ; 
telling 
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telling of Opinions, and mixing Feſt with 
rms. ; for it isa dull thing go and, 
as we ſay, to jade any thing too far. Re- 
cite not thy Szories again and again : for 
this is as nauſeous, as it would be to feed 
a May, as a Nurſe doth her Child, with 
Meat chewed over and over, Though the 
Roſe be ſweet, yet_being tyed with the 
Violet theSmell 1s mare Jrurrane ; though 
Meat nouriſheth, yet having good Sauce, 
it provoketh Appetite ; the faireſt Noſe- 


gay is made of many Flowers; the fineſt 


Pifure of ſundry Colours; the whole- 
ſomeſt Medicine of divers Ingredients ; 
and fo the beſt Dzſcourſe conſiſts of vari- 
ous Things. 

My Son, as for Jen , there are cer- 
tain things , which ought to be privi- 
ledged from it ; namely, Religion, ( of 
which I have already ſpoken) Matters of 
State, Great Perſons, any Man's preſent 
Buſineſs of Importance, and any Caſe that 
deſerveth Pity : for to jeer at him that 
is miſerable, 1s inhumane ; and as great a 
Cruelty, as it would be to flea a Man firſt, 
and afterwards to arr him. Yet there 
are ſome, that think their Wits have been 
aſleep, unleſs they dart out ſomething 
C 4 that 
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that is piquant, and to the quick : this 
is an Humour which fhould be bridled, 
and generally Men ought to find the 
Difference between Saltnef and Bitter- 
eſs; certainly he that hath a ſatyrical 
Vein, as he maketh others afraid of his 
Wit, fo hath he need to be afraid of o- 
thers Memory. To jelt 1s tolerable, but 
to do hurt by jeſting 1s anſufferable ; yer 
many there, are, that will loſe their 
Friend, rather than their Feſt, or their 
Quibble, Pun, Punnet, or Pandigrion, fit- 
teen of which will not make up one fin- 
gle Feit. This, like curſed Cham, firſt 
tays open a Man's Nakedneſs, and then 
expoſes it to the Scorn» and Laughter of 
others. 

As there are ſome who cannot jeſt, 
fo there are others who cannot bear a 
Jeſt ; of whom beware, leſt whilſt thou 
breakeſt thy Jef, they break thy Pate : 
Non tutum eſt ſcribere in eos, qui poſſunt 
proſcribere ({aid an old Roman) which 1s 
in effect, as much as to ſay, Meaddle not 
with thoſe that can avenge themſelves 
upon thee , for thy Drollery upon them ; 
they that will irritate ſuch Waſps, may 
ſmart by their St#zgs, but ſhall pe

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taſte of their Honey. Qus mockat, moc- 
kibitur ; though it be but a Piece of 
Mock-Latine , yet it 1s experimentall 

found to be a ſerious Truth ; for thoſe 


FI that will be always jeering and flout- 


ing. at others, commonly meet with a 


Match for their Game-Cock : As amongſt 


an hundred more, will appear by this 
one Inſtance ; Three Univerſity Young- 


fters, who becauſe they had run through 


the Preaicables and Predicaments, thought 
themſelves as wiſe as Solomon, had got- 
ten into the beſt Room 1n an I»», where 
they were very merry ; after them came 
riding into the ſame 1zn, a grave Coun- 
try Parſon, with a long white Beard, and 
being alone, craved leave by mine Hoſt 
to be admitted into their Company ; 
to which they ow condeſcended, re- 
ſolving within themſelves to make them- 
ſelves very merry with the old Country 
Rat, as they termed him ; whom coming 
into their Room, they thus accoſted, the 
firſt with a low Lout, ſaid , Welcome, 
Father Abraham; the ſecond Welcome, Fa- 
ther Iſaac ; the third , Welcome, Father 
Jacob ; to whom the 01d Stager replyed ;

There are ſome that will anſwer o- 
cers contrary to what they expect, and 
that without any wit at all; as if one 
ſhall ask of a Servant, Where is thy Ma- 
ſter ? he ſhould anſwer,in his Skin : how 
doth the Wine taſte ? as if it were moiſt; 
how cant thou hither ? upon my legs. 
Theſe and many other like theſe avoid 
carefully ; It i better to ſay nothing than 
that which is nothing worth, When any 
one of thy Company tells a ſtory, take 
heed thou rejoyn not (as 1ome uſually 
do) ſaying now, Sir, you have done tel- 
ling your ſtory, T will tell you another, and 
i ts a true one; for that is little better 
than to give him the he : and may with 
ſome hot Spurs give them a ground ro 
quarrel with thee. When thou doſt relate 
a Tale or Jeſt , omit the Oaths that are 
ſometimes mingled with it ; for he that 
would cleanly and ſafely feed, will firſt 
pare his Apple, and then cat out the Core, 
and what is wormeeaten. If thy merry 
Tales, witty Sayings, and pleaſant Jelts, 
are 
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are not approved of by the laughter of 
thoſe that are with thee,thou ſhalt forth- 
with leave : briefly laugh not out at 
thy own Jeſts, for this will ſooner make 
thy ſelf ridiculows, than thy Company 
merry. 

Be not impertinent as ſome, who when 
they relate a ſtory , will fay, him of 
whom I ſpeak , was the Son of this or 
that man, who lives in ſuch a place, do 
you not know the Man ? he hath a Wife 
and Children, he is a tall Man, and 
ſomething ancient ; truly if you know 
him not,you know no Body,I know ſuch 
a Man knows him very well : all this is 
but beating about the Hedge, but no 
catching the Bird. 

In thy Diſcourſe thou muſt uſe, as 


"much as thou canſt, words that are pro- 


per, and expreſs a thing according to 
Art ; that thou mayſt not therefore talk 
like a Clown in the Company of Gex- 
tlemen, T adviſe thee to be skilful in the 
terms of Heraldry, Hawking, and Hunt+ 
ing, left thou make thy fel as ridiculous 


by uſing improper terms, as the French- 


man was, when he called ro the Maid 
to cleanſe his Chamber, ſaying,the Hen had 
untruſt a point there. Never 
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Never talk French, Latine, or Italian 
at the Table, or in the Company of 
thoſe who IE ne of theſe 
es ; for this will either argue O/- 
_ in thy ſelf, or make thoſe ok 
whom thou doſt converſe jealous, that 
thou talkeſt no good of them. I have 
heard of one that was fitted in his kind 
for this Folly, who drinking to a grave 
Meatron, ſaid, Come, Madam, here is an 
Health omnibas Nebulonibus, &  Nebulo- 
nabus noſtris :. to whom ſhe replied; I 
thank you, Sir, not forgetting your Fa- 
ther and Mother. ffs. 13. 
Uſe not flat and meen Expreſſions, 
when thou art talking of greet and #/}u- 
ftriows things, or ſuch as require more 
wil way : |< ny —_ heard a = 
Fellow deſcribing a at Sea, after 
a very mean —_—_ he ng at him, and 
told him ; Sir, I have ſeen a greater Tem- 
peit in a Pail of Milk, than you have de- 
{cribed. Of this Fault alſo was that French 
Man guilty, who ſtyled Chri# the Daxy 
phin of Heaven : and he who called the 
Sun the Lanthorn of the World; of the 
two he had been better to have ſaid 
the Mooz; for few Men make uſe of a 
Lanthorn 
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Lanthorn by day, unleſs it be as Diogenes 
did, to ſeek for an hozez# Man. Another 
there is, who tells. us, That the Body' is 
the me the Soul ; _— IS _ 
reahe and ſtinkins Metaphor; and a 
chr alt lie theſe could I here 
reckon up to thee, but-the followi 
one ſhall ſerve for all ; which is this;' 
remember that, when I was a Schook-boy,

1 rcmiſtecles was 
fo full of courteſie, that he never en 
tred the Market-place, without falu 
ting every Citizen by his name, 0 
ſome other iriendly compellaiion ; as a 
Bell is known by the ſound, io 1sa man's 
Gentility by his courteous: affability. 
Ferdinando Kjng of Spain was wont to 


lay, that proud looks loſe hearts, but cour- 
Fes 
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teous words win them. Courteſie will 
draw unto thee the love of Strangers, 
and the good liking of thine own Coun- 
try-men. 

XXII. Avoid the cuſtom of many, 
who will always be of a ſad countenance, 
and will never be merry with their 
friends , but refuſe all things that are 
oftered to make them merry : and when 
any one ſends commendations unto them, 
they will anſwer the Meſſenger, What am 
I the better for his commendations ?

Girdle : and being asked of what kind 
it was, and not readily anſwering, the 
witty Lord of Saint Albans, ſtanding by, 
ſaid, He did werily believe it was 4

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Make not Lies upon thy ſelf as many 
do,boaſting vain:gloriouſly of themſelves, 
praiſing their knowledge , and bragging of 
what great ads they have done, as if 
they only were wiſe, when alas it is 
well known they are otherwiſe ; ſuch 
men may fitly be compared to the Bel/

XXYT. Go not vauztinely and proudly 
as ſome, who go as if they were the 
only men of their Country, and ſpeak

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and look very high and lofty, when they 
have ſcarce any home to go to, or any 


thing to maintain their Zagrmey and 


tines, unitating Spaniaras, who are 
highly conceited of themſelves, great 
Braggers, and extreamly proudeven in the 
lowe# Ebb of Fortune, which appear- 
eth by the Tale of the poor Cobler on his 
Death-bed ; who commanded his eldeſt 
Son, coming to him for his laſt Bleſſing, 
to endeavour to retain the Hozour wor- 
thy ſo Noble a Family ; allo a Woman of 
thar Country, attended on by three of 
her Brats, went a begging from door to 
door, fome French Merchants travellin 
that way, and pitying her Caſe, offe: 
her to take into their Service the big» 
ger of her Boys ; but ſhe, om though 
poor, {corning ( as ſhe ſaid ) that any of 
her Lineage ſhould endure an — 
ſhip, returned this Anſwer , That, for 
ug ſhe or any knew, her Son (ſimple 
as he ſtood there) might live to be K;ng 
of Spain, Such Braggaadocio's as theſs 
are like the Peacock, who though he be 
hatched on a Dunghill, yet is he the 
proude#t of Birds: Nay, ſome of theſe 
are ſo proud, that they are _—_— of

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their Parents, reſembling thoſe Beats, 
who think themſelves well hid, if they 
can but hide their Heads : never re- 
membring Sir Thomas Moor, who being 
Lord Chancellor in his, time, and conſe- 
quently in -an Office, next and immedi- 
ately to the Kzng himſelf ; and having 
his own Father living, and at that time 
but one of the inferiour Judges of the 
K/zne”*s Bench (that then was) never went 
to Weitminſter-Hall, to fit in the Chan- 
cery there, but he would 50 up to the 
Kzne's Bench, where his Father then fate, 
and there on his Kees would ask him 
Bleſſing before a Multitude of Behol- 
ders ; 10 little was he aſhamed of his 
Father, though then in a far lower Cone 
dition than himſelf.

but Right Honourable ; or a, Kjzg or 
Prince, Right Honourable; but in Diſcourſe 
thou ſhalt ſay to a Kzng; And it pleaſe your 
Majeſty ; to a Prince, And it like your High- 
uſt :to a Lord, And it like your Honor ;to 
a Kyight or an Eſquire, And it like your: 
Worſhip ; toan Archbiſhip, And it like your: 
Grace ; to a Biſbop, And it pleaſe your Lord- 
ſhip ; andthe one thou muſt /#z/e, the Moſt 
Reverend, the other, the Right Reverend 
Father in God: give therefore to every 
one his due Title, which doth properly 
belong to him : for as we muſt not c/zp 
Money, nor embaſe it ; {0 neither muſt we 
detraft any thing from the Honour of 
any Perſon whatſoever. Neither muſt 
we give to Tradeſmen 2nd Mechanicks, 
or other Perſons of /ow Degree, ſuch 
Titles as are too big for them to bear ; 
for that were to take a Gyanz's Cloaths, 
and 
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and put on upon the Back of a P:gmze. 
(Oy Son ) not to uſe Cererzontes, or 

ompliments at all, 1s to teach others not 
ro uſe them again ; and {o 1iminiſheth 
Reſpe# unto thy ſelf; eſpecially they 
muſt not be omitted to Strazers, and 


formal Natures : but the laboring t00 


much to expreff them, doth loſe their 
Grace ; for that muſt be »atural and an- 
effected, and the dwelling upon them, 
and exalting them above the Moon, is 
not only tedious, but will diminiſh thy 
Faith and Credit ; for (as one ſays) Mer 
had need to beware how they be too per- 


fett in Compliments ; avs be they never ſo

ſides, it begets nothing but Hatred and 
Di/dain : wherefore thou wert far better 
to yield to the Opinion of others, eſpe- 
cially in things of ſmall Moment, and 
which perhaps do not concern thee : 
the Viftory in this kind 1s Loſs, for the 
Victor in any frivolous Queſtion doth 
in the mean while oft loſe a loving Friend, 
as Ixion loſt his Ja»o to graſp an empty 
Cloud. 

XXX. If thou art defired at any time 
to diſpute of any thing, 1n whoſoevers 
Company it be, thou ſhalt do it after a 
pleaſing manner : thou muſt not deſire 
the Commendation of thy W:z, in being 
able to hold all Arguments , but of thy 
Judgment, in diſcerning what 1s true ; 
thou muſt not think it Praiſe enough to 
know what might be ſaid, but what 
ſhould be thought : neither in diſputing 
do thou ſtrive ſo much as it thou wert 
more greedy of obtaining the ior), 
than 
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than of a:ſcuſſing, and ſifting out the 
Truth : neither ſuffer the Heat of Diſþu- 
zation to cool and extinguiſh that of 
Charity and Love. 

XXXI. Be not thou like thoſe, who, 
that-they may ſhew themſelves ſabt:/, 
intelligent, and wiſe Men, will always be 
giving of Counſel unto others, always 
reproving of others, and always diſpu- 
ting with others, and many times rhey 
come from Words even to Blows, and

his Medicine ( believing that it conſiſt- 
ed of Pills, Potions, Diet-arinks, Diapho- 
reticks, ' Salivations, Oils, Plaiſters, Ele- 
duaries, Powders , and- other tuck me-. 
dicinal Ingredients) he only gave them 


the 
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the P:fure of a Gallant drawn to the life, 
with his Noſe eaten off, telling them, 
that the way how to uſe this __ 
was, that uſb as they were about to lye 
with a laſcivious Woman , they ſhould 
take this P:&are out of their boſoms, and 
ſeriouſly view and conſider it ; and if 
this did not-preferve them from taking 
that foul Diſeaſe , he believed nothing 
would do it.

Since therefore the exerciſe of Yenery 
is the high way to Beggary, to the loſing 
of thy Credit and Repatation,to the ſhort- 
ning of thy life here, and the eternal loſs 
of it hereafter, avoid 1t carefully. It is 
very true what Ariſtotle obſerves, 
anepO T1s 6mFvpics vets , that the 
concupiſcence of the fleſh is leſs boundleſs 
than the anruly Sea: one Woman 1s e- 
nough-for a mans Love , two too much 
for his Eſtate, three too few for his Luſt. 
To avoid therefore the Temptations of 
the Fleſh, T counſel thee not to frequent 
the Company. of handſom , but #mmodeſt 
Women ; Platonick Love is but a meer 
Chimera: if a man fit down and / 
Grace to it, he will ſoon fall to the F/e 
that is ſet before him : to rely then up- 
on the ſtrength of thine own Chaſtity 1s 
more raſh than wiſe, and therefore if thou 
makeſt profeſſion of not taining thy Re- 
putation with the ſpots of Laſcrviouſneſs, 
thou muſt ſhun all thoſe that may entice 
or allure thee thereunto. For as one 1n- 
geniouſly ſpeaks, ?Tis not only a great 
piece of folly, but an infinite abuſe to 
make 
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| make Gun-powder in a Smith's Shop, and 


hope to make people believe that there 
is no danger in it, In the next place, 
LIV. If thou deſire to be rich, and 
continue {0 , ſhun high Play; the way to 
keep what 1s thine own, 1s not to covet 
what is another man's. The common 
Gameſter , who is never well at eaſe an 
longer than he is ſhuffling a Pack of 
Cards, will at laſt come to ſhuffle for his 
living ; and the Dzce he delights in will 
in the end waſte his Eſtate ro the ve 
bones ; for the Palſie (T mean the ſhaking 
of his Elbow ) will be his overthrow : = 
when he hath played away his Patrimony, 
he may curſe the Boxes, as well as the 
Whore-maſter crys out upon the Fleſh. 
But ſome will ſay they pick out a pret- 
ty living by Play : indeed they cannot 
uſe a fitter term; Tor as Vultares, they 
pick and. prey upon others : But let them 
caſt up their account, and in the end 
they ſhall find, that they put their Win- 
nings in a broken Bag. Make not an 
Occupation of Play: and Paſtime, and 
though thou mayſt ſometimes recreate 
thy ſelf (for a Bow too much bended 
may break) -yet make not an habit of 
F 2 uſing 
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ufing generous Delights, rauch leſs of baſe 
ones. When thou art playing , look not 
pale for fear to loſe, nor be tranſported 
with deſire to win, left thou frer, and 
fame , and aiſquiet thy ſelf, and ſo at 
once loſe thy patitnce together with thy 
Money. Therefore afſure thy ſelf, that 
the beſt Ca#t at Dice is to ca# them quite 
away : For he that lays his Eſtate upon 
the Eyes of the Dice , will leave a ſmall 
E#ate for his own eyes to look upon in 
the end. 

LV. Beware of Flatterers, thoſe that

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Qions; that if it be not /o as is report- 
ed, yet thou wilt have it ſo, becauſe 
men report it. Neither let it be Muſick 
in thine Ears to hear Flatterers commend 
thee : but open thy zwouth and reprove 
theſe kind of perſons ; for ſome of them 
level at their own profit, their Art is no- 
thing but delightful Coſenage : the Fox in 
the Fable commended the Crow for his 
ſweet Notes, to {ee if he could make him 
open his mouth, and let fall his Provazt. 
Theſe men will ſpend their Tongues to 
maintain their Teeth, they are Moths, 
which will eat out a liberal mans Coat ; 
Vines, which will cling to the #alks, not 
for any true love to them , but for their 
own ſuﬀentation and ſupport ; they fol- 
low not thee, but thy Fortunes, and will 
not leave thee till they wear thee Thred- 
bare. Therefore Antiithenes was wont 
ro ſay, It were better for « man to fall a- 
mong Ravens than among Flatterers ; for 
Ravens will eat none but the dead, but 
theſe will devour a man while he is aling. 
Again , ſome of them intend miſchief, 
they flatter thee, that they may - circum» 
vent thee, and the more eaſily effec? their 
malicious projets, they are like the

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Bees ſting, which pricketh deepeſt when it 
is fulleſt of Honey. Mark how the But- 
cher claweth the Ox , when he means to 
knock him on the head; how the Baſilist 
poyſons thoſe on whom he ſeems to caſt 
an eye of regard; how the Crocodile in- 
tends to deftroy thoſe over whom ſhe | 
weeps and counterfeits compaſſion ; and 
how the Syrens ſing when they intend 
the Mariners ſhipwrack : and by theſe 
Inſtances , guard thy ſelf from all ſuch 
as claw and flatter others ; their words 
being as ſoft as oy/, but are indeed very. 
Swords, Theſe are thoſe miry Dogs

upon him. This foul Hypocriſie , Court 
Holy Water, diſhoxeſt Civility, and baſe 
Merchandiſe of _— and Commenaati- 
025, 15 nothing elſe but g//ded Treaſon, 
carrying thee up, as the Dewvz/ did our 
Saviour, to the top of a P:izzacle only to 
throw thee down headlong to break thy 
Neck, It was an excellent Anſwer (and 
1t we duly conſider the werghrineſs of it,

fells down the Timber , Cut 's wn the 
Coppices : do thou the like, #Mneothy 
Time in this World is ſhort ;nay,and what 
is more uncertain, match the Velocity of 
it, with thy Celerity, in making all the 
beneficial Uſes of it, tor (as St. Auguitine 
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ſpeaks elegantly) he only may be faid 
to be Maſter of Time, who in the ſwift- 
eſt Current of it, lays ſuch Foundations as 
are not tranſitory, Thus, as T ime flies 
over thy Head, thou mayelſt plume her 
of ſome of her Feathers, though thou 
canſt not ſtop her flight : and though thou 
canſt not recall Time paſt, yet thou may- 
eſt redeem it, and therefore to that end 
let me once more put thee in mind to 
ponder ſeriouſly the Shortneſs,  Slipperi- 
neſs, and Uncertainty of Time, and with- 
all, the Irrecoverableneſs of it, when thou 
haſt let it paſs : that thou mayeſt exdea- 
wvour to make the beſt uſe of it, and not 
to ſlip Occaſion. It 15 a good Admonition, 
which Seneca gave to the Loiterer , Neg- 
lefter, and Miſ-ſpender of his precious 
Time, Begin not then to live, when Life 
begins to leave thee : Or rather bear in 
thy Mind the Saying of that Holy Maz, 
who ( as TI have read) never heard the 
Clock ſtrike, but he would ſay, Now 
1 have one Hour leff to live in, and one 
Hour more to give an account for. 

LIX. Go to Bed with the Lamb, and 
riſe with the Lark ; late Watching in the 


Night breedeth #1! Fumours in the Boay, 
and 
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and /ong ſleeping 1n the Morning, Ungodli- 
eſs in &/ od : to riſe Phu Pk will 
make a Man rich, healthy, and holy. 
Aſtronomers obſerve, That the moſt pro- 
pitious Planets of all the ſeven, Sol and 
Mercary, leave us at xight, and return to 
| ſhine upon us in the Mornizg ; which my- 
| ſtically intimates unto us, that then our 
Wits and Kowleadge are quickeſt and clear- 
eſt, and that it is the fitteſt Time for the 
Diſpatch of all Buſineſs, and Humane Af- 
fairs; which Tuſſer 1n his Book, Of Good 
Husbandry, thus plainly exprefſleth,

Monſieur YV:lkeroy, the great French 
on, wiſhed his Sox, alway to a:- 
ſpatch Buſinefs in the Morning, as if he 
were {ure to /oſe his Opportunity in the 
Afternoon. Apollonius coming very ear- 
ly in the Morning, to Veſpaſiar's Gate, 
and finding him ſtirring , conjeCtured 
thereupon, that he was worthy to com- 
mand an Empire ; and {aid unto one who 
accom- 
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accompanied him, Undoubtedly this Man 
will be an Emperor, he is ſo early a Stir- 
rer. To be brief; imitate rather Hercu- 
les in Xenophon, than Bonacizes in Pogging ; 
before the oe contended Dame Vertae, 
and Dame Io wh, both ſeeking to ſeize 
upon his W:/; but at laſt, after ſome Wa- 
vering and Debate, he ſabmitted unto Ver 
tre, and rejected m_ : before Bona 
civs, in the Shape likewiſe of Women, 
came Carefulneſs and Slothfulnefs ; the 


former bad him to riſe out of his /azy 


Den, and betake himſelf to ſome Work ; 
but Dame Slothfulneſs adviſed him to 
lie ftill at his Eaſe, and to beware of the 
Mornings cold ; and ſo, while they were 
contending, he, like a {lothful 7deor, re- 
mained zeutral ; continually looking

when that is done, to viſit in a Maſque- 
r7ado their Miſtreſſes, by which they (as 
if God had put them into the World as 
he hath put the Leviathan into the Sea, 
only to take their paſt:me therein) zdly, 
vainty, and wnprofitably ſpend their pre- 
cious Time, for which they can neither 
give a good account to God or them- 
ſelves. 

LX.' Hate Waſtefulneſs and Unthrifti- 
zeſs, tor they will bring thee into xece/- 
j7y,and then thou mayſt live like a Droze, 
if got by wicked ſhifting, yet by baſe 
Bepgary. Thrift 1s a great Vertue, ha- 
ving Diligence to provide things zeceſſary 
truly and juſtly, and care to ſave and keep 
when gotten : yet be 7hrifty without 
filthy Neeardineſrand Unnercfloſd 
give thy Need, thine Honour, thy Friend, 
the Church, and the Poor their Dues ; ne- 
ver exceed thy Income ; nay, I would not 
have thee live up to the Height of it, 
"tis an old Saw :

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If Youth did know what Age would crave, 
Many a Penny he would ſave. 


By no means ruz in debt, neither do 
thou break any thing of thy Stock ; *tis 
related of the Stone 7 irrhenws, how that 
being whole, it ſmimmeth, but nevcr 10 
little diminiſhed, it ſinketh to the bottom: ; 
ſo he who keeps his ſtock 7a is ever 
afloat, but waſting of his ſtore, by degrees 
becometh Baxkrupt ; neither let thy /zbe- 
rality exceed thine «bility ; be that gi- 
veth beyond his power 1s proazgal, he 
that giveth in meaſure 15 /iberal , he that 
oveth nothing at all 1s a Nizgarg.Follow 
not the Example of thoſe yorng' Gentle, 
2, Who comipg to their Wealch before 
they come to their Wits, run beyond the 
Conſtable, and live without compaſs, ma- 


.king their own Hands their Executors, 


their own Eyes their Overſeers , and all 
their Parchaces with Dedimus and Con- 
ceſſimus. 

LEXI. Enter not into Boxas , no not 
for thy beſt Friends. King Solomon, who 
in his time was the weſt Man in the 
World, tells us, that he that hateth ſureti- 
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ſhip s ſure. He that obliges himſelf to 
pay another man's Debt, takes the Shack- 
les from his Feet , and claps them up- 
on his own; it 1s as rare to fee a rich 
Surety as a black Swaz : aad he that 
lendeth to. all that will 5orrow, ſheweth 
great good will, but /ittle wit.

; retain not wore Servants in thy Family 
than are for thy profit or advantage; a 
long Retinue may make thy Sraie the 
raph but it will make thine Efate the 

eſs ; the /ength of the Peacock*s Trais 
makes his W:zgs the ſhorter. 

LXIII. There are ſome that will not 
zap their Beer till it be ſowre, nor cut their 
Bread and Cheeſe till it be mouldy, or their 
Meat till it be foiſty; ſome again wall 
cobble their Shooes ; till, like T heſeus his 
Ship, none of the firſ# Materials of them 
remain; ſome will drive into them 10 
many Hob-nails and Sparabils, as they 
may be rather ſaid to be ſhod like Hor- 
ſes, than ſhoved like Mez ; ſome will burn 
only Ruſh or Piſſing Candles, and all this 
but to eke out their Store : and others ra- 
ther than they will be at the Charge of a 
Quarrel or Pane of Glaſs , will ſtop the 
hole in their Wizdows with an old Stoc- 
kia, or a Wad of Straw; nay I have 
heard of an o/d Woman, who would 


commonly fit bare-breech'd to ſave her 
Petti- 
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Petticoats : all which are to be abhorred, 
becauſe they do not ſo much expreſs any 
good Husbandry and Thrift, as baſe Sordid= 
eſs and Niggardize, 'T hele and the like 
petty Arts leave to thoſe covetous Miſers, 
who heap up Riches for they know not 
whom. 

LXIV. Be not haſty to marry, it is 
better to have one Plow going than two 
Cradles, and more profit to have a Barz 
filled than a Bed. We are told in holy 
Writ, that it is better not to marry ; but 
withal we are told there alſo, that it is 
better to marry than to bury. It is not 
unlikely that thoſe perſons that /zve and 
dye pure and unſpotted Virgins , ſhall fit 
in Heaven next to the Martyrs, and wear 
Crowns as they do: whilſt ſuch as are mar-

more than a Cuabirt high, if ſhe cannot 
have an handſome proper Man, ſhall ſerve 
the turn of the laſciviows Queen ( Quear 
I ſhould have ſaid ) of whom the Poet 
Arioſto makes mention : For if a Woman 
be modeſt, no Gola will, like Danae, cor- 
rupt her ; and if ſhe be :mmode#, nor 
Grief nor Care will amend her. YJealouſie 
15 a Fire to which every thing adds Fuel : 
if a jealous Man's Wife frown, he ſtraight 
conjectures, either it is, becauſe ſhe hates 
him, or /oves others better ; if ſhe ſmile, 
it 15, becauſe ſhe hath had Succeſs in her- 


Lowe, or it is to entice another to /ove her ; 
if 
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if ſhe turns aſide her head from any Man, 
he thinks that ſhe only diſſembles ; if: 
ſhe caſt an Eye upon him, he thinks ſhe 
courts him ; and then, like a Man poſſeſt 
with a Frenzy, he ſtamps and ſtares, and 
teaxs his Hair from his Head, and cries 
out, That neither Fire in the Straw, nor 
Love in «a Woman's Looks can be hid. Thus 
he watcherh over every Geſture and Be- 
haviour of his Conſort, as a Cat watcheth 
over a —_ and ſeeks for that he 
would not find ; like him that goes to 
the Houſe of Office in the dark, feelin 
about theSeaz,for that which he 1s afraid 
to meet with. 

LXV. Eat not thine own Heart ; that 
is, do not vex thy felf with hine own 
inward Thoughts, neither lay the Load of 
ſuch things as grieve thee upon thine 
own ſelf : Fire pent in burns the more 
fariouſly ; and Bottles,too clole cork*d up, 
often fly all in preces, by the ſtrength of 
the Sprrirs with which they are filled. 
For as thoſe Wounds are moſt dangerous 
that bleed inward; fo are thoſe Griefs, 
which are #60 cloſely concealed: How- 
ever keep thy Miſhaps ſecret from thine 
Exemy,that he may not rejoice at _ ; 

ut 
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but- reveal them to thy ſincere Friend; 
that he. may pzty, adviſe, and: help thee, 
if he. can, or at. leaſt may bear a pert 
with thee : Burdens divided are eaſily 
born. Thoſe that want trze Friends, to 
whom they may opex themſelves, tell” 
their Minds, and impart their YVexations 
and Troubles, are ſtrange Canmbals, for 
they eat their own Hearts. 

LXVI. Have therefore with Py/ades an 
Oreſtes, with Damon a Pythias,lome faith- 
ful Friezd to whom thou mailt impar: thy 
Griefs and Joys, thy Fears and Hopes, thy 
Saſpicions and C cavſels oy Intentions and 
Afﬀairs, and whatſoever lyeth hard upon 
thy Heart. Two . faſt Friends are like 

11-Stones which are never ſingly made 
uſe of but by Couples , and each ſtandeth in 
need of the others help for the Performance 
of the Work whereunto they are ordained. 
Yet take good heed with whom thou 
doſt ſhake hands, and contratt Friendſhip ; 
try the Man thou meaneſt to #ru#, leſt 
{hining like the Carbaxcle, as if he had 
Fire, he be found, when he 1s provea, to 
be as cold as Ice. A wile Soldier will 
try the Proof of his Armour, before he 


gird it about him. Learn out therefore 
( before 
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before thou take a Friend into thy bo- 
om) how he hath dealt by others with 
whom he hath contratted Friexdſbip ; for 
look how he hath ſerved them, fa will 
he likewiſe deal with thee: and t 
him before thou haſt zeed of him, fo 
ſhalt thou find what his Readineſs will 
be, to ſerve thee when Neceſſity requires 
his Help. When thou haſt gotten a tree 
Friend, be ſure to keep him, be faithful 
to him, and contented with him; it is 
not a Paradox to ſay, He that hath many 
Friends hath none : for true Friends-are 
like Tertles, which go byPairs ; not like 
Starlings, which fly in Flocks. 


LXVII. Keep thy Secrers, if they be 


of any great moment, to thy ſelf; but be 
ſure, if thou impart them, let it be to 
none but thy faithful Friexd ; remem- 
ber, that whatever three Perſons know, 
ir commonly then ceafeth to be any lon- 
ger a Secret. TImitate the Reſervation of 
that wiſe Roman, who profeſſed, That 
if he thought his Shire did know his Se- 
crets, he would barz it. He that tells 
his Errand to every one he meets, 1s a 
babbling Fool; and he that diſcovers 
unto others his Intentions before-hand, 
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courts his own diſappointment And as I 
would not have thee to diſcover thine 
own ſecrets, ſo neither would I have 
thee to be curious and irgquiſitive into the 
ſecrets of others ; left rhou be put off 
with a far , as the Country-man in Pla- 
tearch , put him off , who inquired what 
he carried ſo cloſe in his Basker, ſaying ; 
Friend, if you might know what it i, 1 
ſhould not carry it Þ cloſe covered as it ts. 
Or as that Gereral {lighted the curioſity 
of his Lieatenant General, who came to 
know mwhes and whither they ſhould 
march, {aying, Sir , when the Trumpet © 
ſounds you ſball know. 

But above all , in this matter be cau« 
tious,that you truſt not a Woman's breaſt 
with ſuch ſecrets as thou wouldſt have 
zo Man know; for, like Sieves, they are 
rimarum plene, and can hold nothing thax 
is poured into them ; and their months 
can no more ho{d long a ſecret, than the 
can a” ſpoonful of ſcalding Cuſtard, All 
that may be ſaid, to excuſe a mans folly 
in this particular is, that we may venture 
to tell them our ſecrers , becauſe no wiſe 
man will imagine, that he may find 
them 7here repoſited, unleſs it be by ſome 
H very 
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wery Fool, The Story of Papirius Pre. 
textatus, will come in here very pat to 
our Parpoſe, who being but a young Boy, 
went along with his Fazver 1nto the Se- 
zate-houſe, where many weighty Matters 
were debated, from whence when he 
came home, his Mother (being very curi- 
ous and inquiſitive) took him afide pri- 
wvately, and queſtioned him, what was ſaid 
and doxe there; the Touth, ultra 4tatem 
. ſapiens, being wiſe and diſcreet beyond 
his Tears, to elude her Ciriofity, and ro 
keep from her the Secrets of Szete, told 
her ; That the Senate had concluded, that 
every Maz {ſhould have two Wives ; upon 
this ſhe gathered the Roman Matrons toge- 
ther, and told them what her Sox had told 
her ; who all ananimouſly went preſenth 
to the Sezate, and petitioned them, That 
ſince they had decreed, That every Man 
ſhould have two Wives ; that they wonld 
alſo make a ſecond Decree, That every 
Woman ſhould have #wo Husbanas : the 
Senate greatly marvelled at this ſudden 
coming of the Women, and their Words ; 
till at length underftanding how 1t was, 
they highly admired, and commended 
the Boy for his Wit and Secrecy ; and to 
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bozour him the more, . admitted him 
( though but a Child ) to be a Member 


of the Houſe. It ſeems (though he was 
but a green Touth) tlic he had imbibed 


[this Principle ( though I believe it was 


.not from his Mother's Milk) that there 
1s neither Safety nor Wiſdom in it, fora | 
Man to entruſt a Woman with thoſe Pri-

LXVIILE»wy no man's Purſe or Eſtate, 
becauſe it is richer than thine ; the exwsi- 
ous Man doth murder himſelf ; for Envy 
conſumeth the Heart wherein it 1s nou- 
riſhed , as the Mozh doth the Garmezt, 
whereof and wherein it was bred. Not 
like the Maid, Avicen 1ſpeaks of, who, 
feeding her {elf with Poyſoz, was never- 
thelets very healrbful, but yet infefted 
others with her veromons Breath : but 
the exvious Miz may be compared ro 
the poiſonous Amphicbera, which, inttead 
of hurting others, bites and rears her lelf ; 
who ſuffers his /z4i;x47/oz at other Viens 
good, like the Fox wiiich the Lacedemo- 
#ian Boy ſtole and hid: under his Coat,

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to gnaw out his own bowels. Bur it is 
enough to dzſcounterance this Vice , that 
in the Goſpel the Devi/ himſelf is called 
the exvious Max. 

LXIX. As I would have thee ſhun 
Exvy, fo likewiſe be thou fure to avoid 
malice and hatred: he that hates another 
man is the Patient ; he that is hated is 
the Azent , contrary to the ſoxnd of the 
words; for the Heer is in torment, the 
Hated in eaſe : fo that nothing in this 
—_ is ſo much tg be hated as Hate it 

elf. 

LXX. Take heed of being vindica- 
tive ; for this as an Impoſthume breaking 
forth, commonly ſtrangles and choaks a 
man with his own blood : the Bee mig 
keep her fxg ſtill , and not live like a 
Drone, did ſhe not in her anger imploy 
it to exvenom the fleſh of him that puts 
her from.him. Ir is fafer to forget an 
injury, or fwother it, than to go about 
to avenge 1t, if it were for nothing but 
this, yet this were puniſbment enough, 
that when thou goeſt about to avenge 
thy ſelf upon any man, all ſhall be ſure 
to be /aid oper in Choler that can be re- 
membered,and his Tongue ſhall caſt ys a4 
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faults in thy teeth. If he were a Friend 
that offended thee (faith Sexecs) he did 
that he meant not; if an Exemy, he did 
but what he well might be'expe&ed to 
have done. -'If a wife man wrong thee, 
endure him ; if a Fool, forgive him. Be 
not- ſo fooliſh as to illy"time in the 
purſuit of an Jemis Fatzxs , which burns 
only to light thee to fome Bog or Preci- 
pice: yet becauſe thou mayit ſay that 
forbearance will make men preſumptuons, 
and a rg wrong 15 provoked by di» 
gefting the firſt, therefore I anſwer, thou 
mayſt revenge wrong, but not by v0» 
lence, but by Law.

and that in a little time cures the Heat of 
their Contentions,as. Phlebotomy cures Fee 
vers and Inflammations. Yet I would

The changes and chances of a Man's life, 
are as Caſts at Dice , good and bad; a 
good one may be marred with overſight, 
and a bad one may be mended by good 
play. * Fortune 1s ike the Market, where 
many times, if you can ſtay a little, the 
price will fall: And again it 15 like Sy- 
bylla*'s Offer ; which at firſt offereth the 
Commoatty at full, then conſumeth part 
and part, and ſtill holderh up the price. 
For Occaſion turneth a bald Nodale , after 
[he hath preſented her Locks in Front, 
and no hold taken -: or at leaſt turneth 
the Hale of the Bottle , firſt to be re- 
| | Hh cefved 
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ceived, and after the Belly which is hard 
to claſp. There is certainly no greater 
wiſdom than to time , and cor the 
beginnings and onſets of things. Dangers 
are no more /ght, if they once ſeem fo ; 
and more dangers have azcerved men, 
than forced them. Nay it were better 
to meet ſome dangers way , though 
they come nothing near, than to keep 
too /ong a Watch upon their Approaches : 
For if a man watch too long, it 1s te to 
one but he will fall a/ſeep. On the other 
ſide, to be deceived with too long ſba- 
dows (as ſome have been,when the Moor 
was low , and ſhone on their Enemies 
back) and ſo to ſhoot off before the 
time; or to zeaxch dangers to come on, 
by over early buckling towards them, is 
another Extreme. "The "—_ Or #77= 
ripeneſs of the occaſion (as we ſaid) muſt 
ever be well weighed ; and generally 
it is good to commit the beginnings of 
all greas Aftions to Argus with his hux- 
red Eyes : and the exds to Briarews with 
his handred Hands : firſt to watch, and 
then to ſpeed. For the Helmet of Plato, 
which maketh the Politick man go imvwi- 
ſible, is ſecrecy in the Counſel, and celerity 

in 
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in the Execation. For when things are 
once come to the Execution, there is no 
Secrecy comparable to Celerity, Yet mea- 
ſure not De:ſpatch by the Time, but by 
the Advancement of the Buſineſs. For 
asin Races, it is not the /arge ſtride or 
high lift that makes the Speed : So in Be- 
fineſs , the keeping cloſe to the matter, 
and not taking of it too much at once, 
procureth diſpatch : And many times, and 
in many things it is better to make more 
uſe of the Ballaſt than of the Sail: And 
as we ſay inthe Schools, thar it is caſter 
to oppoſe than anſwer ; ſo *tis eaſier ro 
prevent dangers than to tarry for them, 
and better to have a good Backler to 
keep off the blow, than a good Plaiſter 
to heal the wound. But be ſure thou 
doſt not, like Machiavel, in all thy Poli- 
ticks leave out the Grace of God, or the 
Principles of Honefty and Juſtice. In all 
thy Attions be wiſe rather than crafty, 
and piece the Fox-s#/z with that of the 
Lamb. For as our Saviour doth adviſc 
us to be as wiſe as Serpents, fo doth he 
alſo adviſe us to be as z7nocent as Doves, 
Imitate thoſe 5&:{ful and honeſt Phylici- 
ans, who mix all their Deleteriozs Pre- 
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ſcriptions with due CorreCtives. Climb to 
Prefemment rather by thy Vertzes and Me- 
rits than by thy Politicks, if thou wouldit 
avoid the cenſure and fatal end of Boni- 
face the Eighth , of whom it was ſaid, 
that he entred into the Popedom like a 
Fox, lived like a Lyon, and dyed like a 
Dog. And as I would have all thine 
Attions and Deſigns mixt with Honeſty 
and Simplicity, fo I would thoſe Coun- 
fels, which thon zmparts to others, to be 
no way pernicio:zs, either to the Life, 
Eſtzte, or Honour of any Man. Wicked 
Counſellors are but the Dewvil*s Agents, 
and they that hearken to them, and take 
up their axgodly Propoſitions , are like 
thoſe Sponges that ſuck up Aqua Fortis, 
which will afterwards conſume and con- 


found them. Never make God or Reli- / 


gion thy Stalking-Horſe , to gain thoſe 
deſigns at which thou doſt level thine 
Eye. (My Son) whether thou conſi- 
dereſt the foul ways or fatal ends of 
fuch Achitophels , thou ſhalt find in the 
Concluſion , that Honeſty is the beſt Po- 

licy. | | 
LXXX VII. Beware of thoſe that pre- 
tera to Religion and Goadlineſs, but have 
| I” 
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it not in them, who Canonize themſelves 
and call themſelves the Saints, but will 
not call thoſe, whom we know to be 


glorious Saints in Heaven by that ſtyle ; 


which though they refuſe to do for Ho- 
nours , yet ) ſhould they do if it were 
but for diſtinftions ſake, to difference 
them from other Men. And here I can- 
not but tell thee a pretty Story. A Preſ- 
byterian Parſon ſent his Man upon Sun- 
day C_ (his old ones being done) 
for a pair of new Shooes to his Shoomaker, 
whoſe Chriſtian Name was Paul, but his 
Servant ſtayed till he was in the midſt 
of his Sermon , in which juſt as his Man 
ſtepr into the Church , his Maſter with a 
loud voice (aid, but what faith Paul, who 
replied as /oud (thinking that his Maſter 
had ſpoken to him about his Shooes) 
Marry, Sir, he ſaith, that you ſhall have 
no new Shooes , till you have paid for the 
old ones. Now had he ſaid , but what 
faith Saint Paul, he had prevented lo groſs 
and ridiculous a miſtake. Thele are the 
men, that ſ{zem to gape ſo wide after He- 
lineſs , as if they would take it all into 
themſelves, whereby they reſemble the 


. Fiſhes of the Sea , which by their wide 
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mouths ſeem to ſuck in the whole Ocean : 
whereas if a man cuts them xp , he ſhall 
not find ſo much as ore arop of water 
within them. For if thou note their 
Pride, Vain-glory , and Hypocriſie, their 
ra TJudaments and wncharitable Cenſures 
of all .o:her men, their Covetouſneſs, holy 
Cheats, and falſe Dealings with thoſe 
with whom they commerce, their Contu- 
macies and Rebellions againit the Kzng 
and his Laws , together with their Us- 
mercifulneſs and Tyranny over thoſe over 
whom they have gotten the Power and 
Dominion , as ſignally appeared by their 
Plundring, Sequeſtring, Articling againſt 
their Paſtors, and thraſting themſelves in- 
to their Livings, and by their Decima- 
ting, Plundring , Sequeſtring , Shipping, 
Impriſoning , and Murthering their Bre- 
thren, yea and their Soveraign Himſelf 
alſo, and what is worſe than all theſe, 
their to this very day not repenting them 
ſelves of all rheſe Villanies, as is plainly 
manifeſt by their proneneſs and znclina- 
tions tO _ into the ſame , if they had 
the power ſo to do upon every Overtare, 
thou ſhalt find them only to be Olever*s 
S4:nts, and not God's, Theſe men make 
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uſe of piety, more to deceive men than to 
pleaſe God. They ule Religion as ſome 
men do Glaſs-eyes, meerly to honeſt the 
ill-favouredneſs of their faces, not that 
they may ſee, or be the more izlightned 
by them. They have learned that Prin- 
ciple of Machiavel, That a man ſeek not 
to attain Vertue it ſelf, but the appearance 
of it only, becauſe the credit of it is 4a 
help, but the uſe LA it is acumber. Th 
ſpeak as if their Toxgaes were be, 
Religion,but their Deeds are far rt. 
They are as Lillzes, fair in ſbew , but 
foul 1n ſcent. They ſpeak ſo fairly, and 
deat 1o foully , that a man would not be- 
lieve they were made all of « piece ; but 
when the wind ſings and whiſtles in the 
leaves, look after for a form. Take 
heed of theſe Devils wrapt up in a S«- 
muels _—_ truſt them not gg th 
ak, as tho nothi ut Goſpel 
Lanes arop 2 their he, for in £leX 
hearts they mumble over the Devils Pa- 
ter Noſter. 
LXXXVIII. *Tis no zmpolitick mat-

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end, by thoſe Lerters which he himſelf 
carried and delivered, ſo many have 
done the like, by thoſe Lerrers they 
have received and kept by them : as b 
Inſtances may be made appear, almo 
in all Hiftortes. 

LXXXIX. Shun Neutrality ; Alphon- 
ſus obſerved, That the Sexenſes, Neuters 
in the Iralias Wars, became at lengrh 
a Prey to both ſides, comparing them to 
ſuch as dwell in the midale Story of an 
Houſe, annoyed by Smoak from beneath, 
and Duſt from above. 

XC. When thou art weary of thy 
Study, or any other Employment , take 
ſome honeſt Recreation ; uſe Hunting or 
Hawking ; either ftart the Hare, or dife 
lodge the Buck, or unkennel the Fox, or 
rouze the Hart, or axperch the Pheaſant ; 
Recreations which are hone#, are as ne- 
ceſſary for the Mind, which is employed 
in great Afairs, and Cares of Importance, 
as Meat is for the Body, which is exhauſt- 
ed with daily Labour : But follow not thy 
Sport with Chafing, for it is a moſt im- 
proper thing to ſee Men follow their Pa- 
limes with fretting and pelting, for thus, 
like a /esking Ship, rhey ſuffer the Water 
"Pon ro 
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to ſink them which ihould bear them up: 
I mean, they let that which ſhould be 
their Recreation and Delight , be their 
Vexation and Diſquiet. There are as 
well generous Delights, as ingenious Stu- 
dies; and the one muſt lend ſome ſweer- 
zeſs to the other ; divers while they have 
been ſo preciſe, that they thought they 
might not aelight in any ſport, at laſt 
come to be ſo crei#-fallez, as that they 
take no Delight in any thing : Nature 
made them fociable becauſe ſhe made 
them Mer, but they have ſullenly ſtray- 
ed from the Drove, and abandoning all 
Mirth and Yollity; carry always cloudy 
Fore-heads, which is no way c 
ble, no not in an Horſe : Doubtleſs God 
loves a chearful Man, as well as a chear- 
ful Giver : and ſuch affuredly deceive 
themſelves, who think that they ſhall 
never /ook, like bleſſed Angels in Hes- 
ven, Who look not like tormented Devils 
here on Earth; or that they- ſhall never 
ſing there, unleſs after a moſt d:ſconſo- 
late and adrſcontented manner, they whine 
and pule here, and ſpeak as ſmall as an 
Hair : Religion conlifts not 1n drawling 
Tones, or making of Faces ; for a Man 
may 
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may pertorm his Duty more acceptably 
to God, .without, than with 4i/<figaring 
his Countenance ; otherwiſe our Saviour 
himſelf would not have ſaid, Be not of 4 
ſad (or as another Traxſlation reads the 
word exv8gords) Be not of 4 ſowre Coun- 
zenance : do thou therefore uſe lawful Re- 
creations, and keep up an honeit merry 
Heart. 

XCT. But, above all Recreations, I 
recommend unto thee theſe two ; good 
Horſemanſbip, and Skill at thy Weapon ; 
the oe highly becomes a Gentleman, and 
will make him ſerviceable to his Prince 
and Country, it any Occaſion be ; the 
other will teach him how to gzard and 
defend himſelf: nevertheleſs I would not 
have thee ſuffer thy Sk, in that which 
I /a## mentioned, to make thee quarre/- 
ſome, or the more confident in thine own 
ſtrength ; but rather uſe rhy Rapier as a 
defenſive than an offenſive Weapon, and 
as a Shield rather to wardthe Blow, than 

Ive ONE. 

XCII. Be not addicted to ſuperſtitious 
Vanities; ſome will look pale preſent] 
like Death, it the Salt-ſeller fall many 
their Trenchers ; others will take it for 

an 
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an omen that they ſhall be croſſed in thoſe 
negotiations they go about, # a Hare 
chance to croſs them 1n their way, when 
the croſs lies only in this, that they could 
not catch her; others, if they do but 
flumble at the Threſhold, will not take 
their Jourzey that ſame day, but defer 
it to axother time ; others will by no 
means pare their Nails on Friday, he+ 
cauſe they ſay it is a croſs day; many of 
theſe makes Erra Pater their old 1+// t- 
ment, and the Shepherds Kalendar their 
New; and take all that they ſay, to be 
aS true as God”s Oracles ; others if the 
but hear a Crow croke from the Roof of 
their Neighbours Houſe, they preſent] 
ſet their Houſe in order, ſaying they ſhall 
aye and not live; and were I diſpoſed 
to recount all the Roman ſuperſtitions of 
this kind, as their Dres 14% nef aſtt, 
their anfortunate and fortunate days, 
their inſpeFions into the Ertrails of 
Beaſts, and their Augurations and Sooth- 
ſayings, upon the fgbr of Birds and the 
zoiſes they make : I might reckon up a 
thouſand ſuch like vanities as theſe. 
Others there are who put their con- 
hidence in Aſtrologers, and therefore 
when 
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when they fall ſick, the Stars are their 
Counſellors , they take their Almanack, 
if they find it an ev// day, when their 
ſickneſs begar ; ' their Soul is poured out 
upon them, they fear that they ſhall not 
only be weakned and ſore broken, but that 
their Health paſſing away as a Cloud, 
they ſhall go the way of all the Earth ; # 
that the Grave ſhall be their Houſe, and 
making their Bed in the dark, the Worms 
{hall feel their Sweetneſs, and therefore 
making their Ws, they take their leave 
of all the World : But if it be a good day, 
they doubr not, bur all Sickneſs ſhall be 
taken away from them ; that Health ſhall 
be unto their Navel, and Marrow to their 
Bones ; that their Fleſb ſhall be. as freſb 
as a Child's, and return as in the days of 
their Youth. In the Year of our Lord 


' 1524. one Bolton, Prior of St. Bartho- 


lomemns, liſtening to the Prognoſticators, 
who then gezerally foretold, That upon 
the watry Trigon, which ſhould happen 
in the Mozth of February that year, ma- 
ny thouſands ſhould periſh by a Delage, 
cauſed an Houſe to be builded upon 
Harrow on the Hill , whither he carried 
tor himſelf and Family, Proviſion for 


wo 
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two months ; ſo great a fear of an I1n- 
«dation poſleſt him, and fo great Cye- 
dence gave he to the Almanack-Maker's 
Prediftions ; yet was there not a fairer 
Seaſon many years before. 

Others there be who are very fooliſh- 
ly ſuperſtitious, in reference to their 
Dreams : ſuch a one was that Knight in 
the Reign of King Henry the Firſt, who 
dreaming that one was about to ſtrangle 
him with his own Hair, afſoon as he was 
awake cauſed it all to be cat off, though 
he delighted much in it : to whom we 
may join thoſe, who if they but dream 
['forſooth of Eggs or Bees, they preſently 
conclude, they ſhall hear of Azger the 
next day; or if or dream of Flowers 
or a Gardey, they ſhall hear of a Faneral : 
now the Reaſon of this vain Seperſtits- 
on, is grounded upon this, becauſe they 
take an exa# notice when they hit, but 
not when they if. I am not 1gno- 
rant that Artimedorus, in his Oreirocri- 
ticks, gives us a large account of the Sig- 
nification of thoſe Dreams, which pol- 
{eſs our Brains in the night ; but for mine 
own part, I hold them to be of no Sgni- 


fication at all, unleſs they come by D#- 
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wine Immiſſion : of which kind ( not to 
ſpeak of thoſe which we meet with in 
Holy Writ ) I take theſe two, which I 
ſhall now relate to be; the fir/# of which 
ſenifies, That God comprehends in him- 
If all Wiſdom ; and that all Mez in the 
World are Fools : and the ſecond, That 
Divine Juſtice will not ſuffer Murther to 
g0 undiſcovered. 

1. A Noble-Man of Rome dreamt, 
that = was fittin 0 the Shop - = 
Apothecary, into which a t Rabble 
ſnddenly cuſt'd, and ate”? er all the 
Glaſſes and Bottles that they tound filled 
with Syrups, and diſtilled Waters , they 

k up every one of them, except on- 
ty one great Bottle, out of which they 
ſucked not up fo much as one Drop : at- 
ter them he ſeemed to ſee a Perſon of a 
very Majeſtical and Venerable Aſpef#, who 
came likewiſe into the ſame Shop ; and 
as ſoon as he eſpied that Bottle, which 
all the reſt had refſed, he ſet it to his 
mouth, and drank up every Drop of thar 
Liquor with which it was filled; and 
having done ſo, he likewiſe departed : 
at whoſe Perſon and Ation the Nob/a 


Man admiring , asked the Aporhecary, 
who 
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who that Reverend Man was? to whom 
he replied, Oh, Sir, that Perſon you ſaw 
was God, and the Water in the great Bot- 
tle, which he' drank up, -and which all the 
other Rout refuſed, was Wiſdom. Upon 
which the Noble-Maz awaked, highly 
pleaſed with his moſt excellent Dream. 

2. The other is this; T wo fellow-Tra- 
vellers riding together, came, by night, 
to a certain Town, where they parted, 
the one to his Friexd's Houſe, the other 
to a common Jzz : he that lodged at his 
Friend's Houſe, dreaw*t, that he ſaw his 
Companion, that lodg'd at the Inn, ſtand 
at his Bed-ſide; and detired him, that he 
would ariſe, and make haſte to help him, 
or he ſhould be murthered by his Ho#; 
but being very drowſie and weary with 
his Joarney, he aroſe not : wherefore in 
a ſhort time after, his Companion again 
appeared and requeſted him more ear- 
neſtly, to arzſe and ſuccour him ; but he 
making noaccount of all this {lept again :

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his Hoſt; wio (as he told him) had 
killea and buried him "in his Dang-Mixon, 
where he ſhould find his Corps : at which 
the other #arred out of his ſleep, and a- 
roſe, and taking the Uffiizers with him, 
ſecured mine H-# , and upon further 
ſearch found the Body of his Fellow 
Traveller, with his Throat cut : and ſo 
by this means God dijclcſed the Murther, 
and thoſe that had an hand in it were 
brought to condizz puniſhment. 

My Son, if ſuch fooliſh Corceits and 
Phancies as thoſe which I have be- 
fore mentioned , call at thy Door, uſe 
them as vagrant Paſſengers, with ſlight 
reſpe&t, let them nor take up any /odz- 
ing within thee. But though I would 
not have thee ſuperſtitious, yet I would 
have thee devour. 

XCIII. Wherefore forget not to begin 
and end with God, by thy morning and 
evening Devotions ; fo will every thing 
thou ſctreſt thine hand about faage and 
proſper the better , yea the quicker ſhall 
be thy diſpatch ;, for as the Dutch Pro- 
verb hath it, Stealing never makes a man 
rich, Alms never make 4 man poor, and 

L Prajzer 
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Prayer never hinders a man's buſineſs. 
Before thou doſt compoſe thy ſelf to 
take thy reſt, make up thine accounts 
between+ God and thine own ſoul; and 
conſider what the day paſt thou haſt 
thoa:'t, done, or ſpoken amiſs ; Short 
reckonings (we ſay) make long friends. 
And where thou haſt found that thou 
haſt failed in thy duty, reſolve to amend 
the zext day following : but be ſure 
thou make' good thy reſolutions, that 
thou reſemble not St. George on the Sign 
Poſt, always ſeeming to ſirike at, but ne- 
Ver wounding the Dragon : or that of the 
Archer, always 4iming at, but never 
hitting the mark : good intentions are 
but Bads, but God requires we ſhould 
bring forth Fruit meet for Repentance. 
But above all cloſe not thine eyes, with- 
out begging pardon for what 1s paſt ; 
remembring that ſleep is too much like 
Death, to be truſted without a man's 
Prayers. © Ax 

XCIV. Keep thy -ſelf to the true Prin- 
ciples of Piz:y, Virtue, and Honour ; for 
this will bring thee to a bertrer Inheri- 
tance than I ſhall /eave thee:; —— 
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I would have thee well grounded and 
ſetled in Religion; the beſt profeſſion of 
which I have ever eſteemed that of the 
Church of England, in which thou haſt 
been educated , yet I would have thine 
own judgment and reaſon now ſeal to 
that ſacred Bond which Education hath 
Written , that it may be judiciouſly thine 
own Religion which thou doſt profeſs, 
and not other mens Cuſtom or Tradi- 
tion. 

XCV. My Son, as for Travelling it is 
_ good, if it be uſed well; Homer 
highly exalts the wiſdom and experience 
of Ulyſſes, which he gained in his twen- 
ty years Travels; foras he tells us, 


Multorum mores Hominum conſpexit, 


& Urbes. 


He obſerved the Ciries and the Manners 
of the People whitherſoever he travel- 
led; and from thence drew ſuch uſe- 
ful Theories , as made him a moſt accom- 
pliſbed Perſon. Indeed he that Travels 
with Wit in his head as well as money in 
his Parſe, makes the whole World his 
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Library, and all men therein his Books : 
but fill not up thy Table-Book with 2ri- . 
vial flight Obſervations, for that will 
call thy jzdoament and diſcretion 10 que» 
ſtion ; as 1t did Tom, Corzat's of Odcomb, 
who gives us an account where he made 
water when he was in 1:a/y, what the 
wending of his Stocking: coſt him there, 
and how he hardly eſc:ed the loſing of 
his Tefticles, with a i101/and of as mean 
Occurrences, as theſe. Let thine obſers 
vations 1n thy Travels be wetgnty and 
material; oblerve the hamours and cone 
aitions of thoſe Nations amongſt whom 
chou ſhalt come 3 their Caſtoms, Cere- 
monies and Relizion , that ſeeing their 
Jdolatry, thou mayeſt the more firmly 
{tick to thine owz Religion; which thou 
doſt profsſs, Next take notice of their 
Churches and Oratories, and whatſoever 
15 zotable 1n them, their Government, 
Laws, TJuaicatures, and Proceedings, a- 
gainl; Malefafors. with their dealznes 1n 
matters of 7 rafick ard Commerce , their 
Caſites, Magazinesand Di/ciplinein War, 
their Ships, the commodiouſneſs of their 
Fizvers, thew Rivers, Fiſh, Birds, Beafts, 
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and Mines of all forts, their Buildings, 
| Seruttures, and all thoſe curious Arts, 
| which ſeem to be peculiar to the genius 
of the People, and every thing that juſtly 

' claims a man's wonder and admiration : 
for by theſethou ſhalt the better acquainr 
thy ſelf with the wonderful operation of 
the handy-works of God, and ſhalt the 
clearer ſee his infinite wiſdom in his Go- 
vernment of this inferionr World. Fi . 
nally zote the Virtues of the people and 
imitate them; their Vices and Vanities 
likewiſe, but to avoid and abhoy them. 
There are many yourg Sparks that tra- 
vel abroad , who leave the Engliſh Gen- 
tleman they carried out with them, and 
bring home again nothing , unleſs it be 
a formal Spaniard, a drunken Dutchman, 
or an airy Frenchman : nay it is well if 
they bring not home a Turk inſtead of 2 
Chriſtian ; inſtead of returning like So- 
lomon*s Ships fraught with Gold, they 
return furniſft only with Apes and Pea- 
cocks ; my meaning is, they return learn- 
ed only 1n the pride and warity of thoſe 
Foreigners, amongſt whom they con- 
verſed with in their Travels ; inſtead of 
L 3 taking 


taking a due cognizance of thoſe things 
which are of ſuch worth and remark as 
might enrich their judements and under- 
ſtandings. Doubtleſs 1t cannot be worth 
a man's coſt , pains, and perils to go ſo 
far (as ſome do) only to learn a new 
Mode, or a new Oath, a politick ſhrug, or 
a mimical cringe , Or a little Gibberiſh 
pronounced with an agly Face : If this be 
. all., it were better for my young Gal- 
lant to be chained at home in the Chim- 
ney corner, like a Monkey, than to return 
ſuch an pe. 

Wherefore, if thou intendeſt to tra- 
vel, and to avoid theſe Rocks upon 
which others have daſh: themſelves to 
preces, take along with thee a grave and 
wiſe Companion or Tutor, who by tus 
own former Travels hath acquainted 
himſelf with the things forementioned : 
tor Travels by Lana are like Voyages by 
See, wrſafe without a skil/ful Pilot, And 
furthermore take along with thee, theſe 
few advices and xeceſ[ary cautions, which 


I ſhall give thee. 
Firſt be grave, ſober, and reſerved ; 
Momus tound great fault , thar the great 
1 £7 Creator 
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Creator had not made men with Win- 
dows in their Breaſts, that men mighr 
have ſeen into their i»ſides ; and a bold 
Atheiſt he was , that thus durſt impeach 
the wiſdom of God : but ſure I am, *tis 
a very grand folly for any man to make 
as it were ſuch a Window in his own 
Breaſt, eſpecially when he Travels intg 
foreign Countries; the way to put by 
thoſe miſchiefs which may befal thee in 
thy Travels, is to he at a cloſe guard ; 
and not be like Cryſtal, for every one to 
ſee through thee. 

If thou travelleſt into Traly, munite 
thy ſelf there from three things moſt 


eſpecially, 
| Men, - 
The omen, c 
Inguiſution. 


For the Mez there are very jealous and 
vindicative ; the Women unchaſt and al- 
leFive , and very much affected with the 
Exgliſh above all men; and the Inguiſi- 
tion 1s like Hell, from whence there is 
no Redemption: to avoid which in all 
hoſe Countries where 7hat is ſet ap, take 

L 4 heed 
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heed of raiſing d:ſputes concerning mate 
zers of Religion ; for this will make thee 
guilty of as rsſþ a madneſs, and as huge 
an umprudence , as that of rhe Quaker, 
who reſolved to go from Loxdon to 
Rome to confute and contirt the Pope. 
If thou 7-:nkeft him to be Antichriſt, let 
no man {towever hear thee call him ſo 
in his own Territories. and -Dominions : 
Learn more wit of that Colter, who 
aurſt not bid a Fig for my Lord Mayor, 
till he had got beyond Temple-Bar, 
which is out of the Limits of his Juriſ- 
dition. One of our Countrymen in- 
rending in his Travels to vilit Rome, 
was hi = commended for his rare 
parts and abilities in all manner of Learn- 
ing to his Holineſs; who was then by 
birth an Emgliſbhman: who, upon his 
commendatory Letters , the more to ſhew 
honour and reſpec due to the merits of 
the Gentleman, went himſelf in perſon to 
{hew him the Vatican; where after ma- 
ny Diſcourſes, -and the turning over 
of many Books, he took him aſide in- 
to one of the Oriel Windows, and con- 
jured him to tell him zgentoufly his 
| thoughts 
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thoughts of the Pope ; aſſuring him with 
many deep promiſes and proteſtations, 
that he ſhould not be prejediced by it 
in the /eaſt; whereupon the Gentleman 
freely told him , that he thought the Pope 
to be a great Wen, growing in the Nape 
of the Church's neck , which ſome fool, 
people miſtook to be the head of it. This 
was a very bold, but withal a very dan- 
gerous walolution of the Queſtion, not- 
withſtanding all :ngagements paſſed for 
his ſecarity : ſince it is a Maxim amongſt 
all of the Romiſh perſwaſion,

My laſt Advice un the point concern- 
ing Travelling into other Countries 
{ſhall be this; be ſure before thou viſit 
other Nations and Kingdoms, to acquaint 
thy ſelf well, with the knowledge of 
that in which thou haſt been bor» and © 
vred : for it will be a great ſhame, to be 
$6 inquiſitive 
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inquiſitive into what is done abroad in 
other Countries, and to be wholly igno- 
rant how things ſtand at home in thine 
own : for this were to do as the Lamie, 
who carried their Eyes ſhut up in a Box, 
when they were at home, and pat them 
into their Heads ozly ,, when they went 
abroad. 

_  XCVI. To conclude, be «/efs/ where 
thou doſt live , that thoſe wth live 4- 
bout, by, and with thee , may both wart 
and wiſh for thy preſence ſtill. Be rem- 
perate and ſober at thy Meals and Com- 
potations; and look to thy Mouth , for 
there commonly moſt diſeaſes enter ; and 
more graves are made with mens zeerh 
than their hands, and the Kjyife kills 
more than the Sword, When thou art 
invited to an extraordinary entertain- 
ment, that -thou mayeſt not be tempted 
to. exceed the bounds of fe; he and 
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ſobriety , Carve or Diſcourſe; he who 
Carves 1s kind to two , he that-Diſcourſes 
1s kind to all, Scorn no man's love, 
though he be of never ſo mean degree, 
Y that perſon deſerves to be bitten by 
that Dog whom he will not ffroat, 
when 
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when he kindly fawns upon him. Much 
leſs make any one though never ſo much 
below thy ſelf, juſtly thy Enemy ; re- 
membring that Fleas can bite as well as 
Lions, and that Bees can ſting as well 
as Serpents, Pitch thy Behaviour low, 
thy Projetts high : Be humble to thy Su- 
periours , gentle to thine Equals, affable 
to thine znferiours , courteous to all. - Be 
not /ight to follow every man's opinion ; 
like a young Sparzel , that queſts at eve- 
ry Bird that riſes before him : Etiam 
ab errore facile diſcedere, levitatis eſt, 
ſaith Scaliger, to diſcede over eaſily, e- 
ven from an Errour , argues too much 
levity : yet would I not have thee per- 
ver/ly obſtinate, in thy own courſes or 
opinions; it 1s the Charadter of a Fool 
to abhor inſtraftion ; hard Wax will ne- 
ver take any impreſſion, and Wiſdom 
will never commit Berglary, to break in 
upon thoſe who Jock and bo/t their 
doors again# her ; though a Man caſt 
an empty Bottle into the Ocean, yet if 
it be cloſe corkt , it will ſtill be but an 


empty Bottle. Amongſt all thoſe Trea- # 


tifes which may leave thee Wiſer than 
they 
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x reading. Gr Proven of ay 
So , and his © Eccleſiafkes or the 
Preacher. Finally (my Son) ſerve, love,
